| INDICTMENT NEAR 
IN BILL 777 CASE 


Grand Jury Hears Three Wit- 


nesses and Others Will Ap- 
pear Today; ‘Slush Fund’ 
Facts Sought. 


WAYMAN HAS EVIDENCE. 


| Western Indiana Interests and 
Lawmakers Involved Likely 
to Be Brought Out 
This Week. 


At least one indictment in the Chicago and 
Western Indiana legislative graft inquiry 
before the current special grand jury is 
looked for within the week. 

Concurrent with the Lorimer investigation 
and its attendant mass of work, State’s At- 
torney Wayman found time to start before 
the grand jurors the railroad case involving 
the passage of house bill 777 by the Illinois 
legislature and alleged crooked. work in the 
city council. 

Following the presentation of three wit- 
nesses in the case for preliminary examina- 
tion before the inquisitors, Mr. Wayman se- 
cured a long stenographic statement from 
Benjamin Thomas, former president of the 
Western Indiana. At the conference with 
Mr. Thomas, which was coincident with 
other conferences between railroad officials 
and representatives of Mr. Wayman in the 
Criminal Court building, Mr. Wayman is be- 
lieved to have secured evidence of a grave 
character calling for explanation from a for- 
mer railroad official who was not present. 
Neither Mr. Wayman nor others attending 
the conferences would consent to give details 
to the public. 


J. P. Groves to Be Witness. 

In the evening another! conference took 
place in the prosecutor's office between Mr. 
Wayman, J. P. Groves, and D. B. McGann, 
Mr. Groves’ attorney. AsS a result of the 
meeting, an arrangement was made for an 
early appearance of Mr. Groves before the 
special grand jury. 

Mr. Groves deprecated his presence in con- 
nection with the railroad ease, but attachés 
of the state's attorney’s office evidently con- 
sider him an important and in the light of a 
“ surprise’ witness. | 

John C. Fetzer, whose bill against the rail- 
road charging that $212,000 of the road's 
money was used as a “ slush fund to secure 
desired legislation started Mr. Wayman 
upon the trail of bribery, remained with Mr. 
Wayman for a considerable time, adding to 
the stock of information already in the 
state’s attorney's hands. C. R. Kappes, who 


formerly was associated. with Mr. Fetzer in 


the purchase of lands for the railroad and 
who was conversant with therailroad's busi- 
ness, was another important attendant at 
the Criminal Court building. 

Mr. Kappes held a long conference with 
Assistant States Attorney Thomas Mar- 
shall. 

Owing to the amount of conferring going 
on, Assistant State’s Attorney Barnes was 
called over to the Criminal Court building 
to lend his assistance. Haste in the case is 
neceseary toavoid having the cases outlawed, 
the time limit on the phase of the case upon 
which action is meditated extending only to 
the end of this week. 


Wayman and Thomas Meet. 


Of all the interviews recorded by Mr. Way- 
man and his assistants, that with Mr. Thom- 
as was looked upon as the most important. 
In company with Mrs. Thomas and his son, 
Gaylord, Mr. Thomas arrived at the Criminal 
court building late in the day and was con- 
ducted to the office of Mr. Wayman. A 
few minutes later a messenger sped through 
the corridors calling loudly for a stenog- 
rapher. 

Somebody will get killed if I can't find a 
stenographer,” panted the messenger. 

The stenographer was found and proceeded 
to take Mr. Thomas’ statement. As was the 
case with al) other matters pertaining to the 
investigation, the utmost secrecy was main- 
tained by Mr. Wayman and those associated 
with him. As for Mr, Thomas, he has not 
talked for publication since the scandal was 
brought before the public. 

While Mr. Wayman was silent, a friend of 
Mr. Thomas made this statement: 

„Mr. Thomas’ testimony before the grand 
jury will corroborate in every particular the 
allegations of Mr. Fetzer to the effect that 
the $212,000 which the road charges against 
Mr. Fetzer was distributed through certain 
officers of the railroad to the legislature in 
Springfield and to other similar bodies.“ 

The statement was made with a degree of 
positiveness which indicated a belief that 
the testimony will be of such specific charac- 
ter that names of lawmakers to whom money 


| was given, together with the amounts, may 


be brought out. 
Henley Still Keeps Silence. 


Mr. Wayman was without comment upon 
the extreme reticence displayed by W. J. 
Henley, who was general solicitor of the 
Western Indiana road when the alleged brib- 
ing of legislators and councilmen took place. 
Mr. Henley has announced his intention of 
staying in Indiana, where he is out of reach 
of subpoena servers, and has said he doesn’t 
want to mix into the investigation because 
he is friendly to both sides.” 

Mr. Henley, when asked yesterday in In- 
dianapolfs if any money had passed between 
him and Fetzer from February to June, 1907, 
or at any other time, replied simply: 

have nothing to sax.“ 

Then he turned and walked away. 


Attorney Nelson Gives Testimony. 

The first witness in the Western Indiana 
cases to appear before the grand jury was 
Murry Nelson Jr., the attorney who has been 
in charge of the real estate case for the rall- 
road. Mr. Nelson came in response to a sub- 
pocena duces tecum and brought with him all 
the documents and evidence in his possession. 
He said he was not examined, but told that 
he would be informed by telephone when he 
was wanted to testify. | 

„1 appeared before the grand jury/’ he 
“and took with me all the papers and 
evidence they asked for, which is the evidence 
that was placed before Mr. Wayman in the 
first plece. I was not questioned, but was 
informed I would be sent for when wanted, 
and I shall be ready at any time I don't 
know what they expect to get from me, but I 
am willing to help them in any way I can.” 

Shall you request that the jury take up 
both sides of the ease? he was asked.

HAS HIS INTERVIEW ‘CANNED’ 


Japanese Prince Comes Prepared 
for Usual Questions. 


ANSWER READY FOR EACH. 


Numbered Statements Tell All About 
IIlustrious Traveler. 


Prince Tokugawa Iyesato, grand cordon of 
the rising sun, head of the house of peers 
of Japan, and who would have been a shogun 
were it not that the business of shogunning 
was abolished a quarter of a century ago, 
arrived here yesterday, and made his visit 
noteworthy by the introduction of the 
“canned” interview. 

With Tokugawa are Viscount Sengoku and 
Baron Shidura and a retinue of surprising 
proportions. The prince moved into the 
most expensive suite in the Congress hotel, 
ate dinner, lighted a cigar, and waited. The 
first time the telephone buzzed a delegation 
of interviewers was at the other end of the 
wire. 

Come up.“ replied the baron. 

Not waiting for any sort of an introduc- 
tion, Prince Tokugawa walked up to his 
visitors and handed each a tract, faultiess 
as to typography, and on the finest linen 
fabric. Then he grinned, and the baron 
grinned, and the viscount grinned, and since 


it seemed the proper thing to do, everybody 
else grinned. 


Question Lets the Secret Out. 

But the prince’s grin broadened and it was 
evident som€tthing was expected to happen. 
Clutching the tracts and nervously wonder- 
ing what sort of religious or political propa- 
ganda Tokugawa sought to foist on them, his 
visitors grew serious, grinned again, and 
grew serious again. Then one blurted out: 

Lou are a Japanese prince, aren't you?” 

That was what Tokugawa wanted. He 
pointed to the tract—and his grin was 
seraphic. 

Number one!“ he qualified. 

The tract holders consulted paragraph 
number one. It averred: 

Jam Prince Tokugawa Iyesato, present 
head of the illustrious Tokugawa family, 
grand cordon——”’ 

„How do you happen to be in Chicago?” 

Number two,” declaimed the prince, 
pointing a chubby finger at the distributed 
documents. 

Paragraph number 2 enunciated: 

J am crossing America on my way to the 
Anglo-Japanese exhibition in London. My 
visit has no political significance whatever. 
I am undertaking it quite in a private capac- 
ity and only for my personal enjoyment.” 


No. 3 Lays War Bogy. 

“What about a war between Japan and 
this country?“ 

‘‘ Number three, elucidated the prince. 

That paragraph read: 

“From Aime. ta time the newly coined 
phrase, ‘the Japanese-American war,’ ap- 
pears in the foreign newspapers in Japan. 
Personally I cannot imagine such a thing 
taking place. America has assisted materi- 
ally in Japan’s progress and is her honorable 
benefactor, with whom the best terms of hon- 
orable cordiality and friendship exist.“ 

The interview progressed in the same 
fashion until one visitor said: 

„ Good-by, prince.“ 

Number seven, smiled Tokugawa. 

Admit “ No. 7": 

„ Good-by. I shall see the honorable stock-

GRAND JURY IS CHARGED. 

Judge Shirley Declares It Duty 

to Investigate Story Told 
by White. 


Springfield, III., May 2.—[Special.]—State's 


Attorney Burke of Sangamon county will 


insist that an investigation of the legislative 
bribery charges made by Representative 
Charles A. White be made by the grand jury 
which was sworn in today. He will not sur- 
render his rights to State's Attorney Way- 
man of Cook county. 

Other developments of the day were: 

Grand jury was charged preparatory 
to investigation of the bribery charges, 

Attorney General Stead sent a letter 
offering his assistance in prosecuting. 

The first development came when Judge 
Robert B. Shirley of Carlinville charged the 
grand jury for the May term of the Circuit 
court. He referred to the bribery cases, and 
informed the members of the investigating 
body that it should be given careful atten- 
tion. The court declared the matter im- 
portant to residents of Illinois and of the 
United States, as the election of a United 
States senator was inyolved. 


Judge Reads Bribery Statute. 

The judge read to the jury that part of the 
statute which refers to bribery and toid tue 
members it was their sworn duty to hear 
the evidence that wolud be offered by the 
state’s attorney and if the facts should war- 


‘‘ Bribery of public officials,’’ said the court, 
“is a serious crime. it is not only a crime 
against the people of the community but 8 
crime against the whole nation. It strikes at 
the foundation of public institutions. It pre- 
vents the choice of the people in matters 
where the choice of the people should be su- 
preme and it weakens public morals.” 

Judge Shirley laid special stress upon the 
fact that conviction in bribery cases con- 
stitutes a penitentiary offense. The grand 
jury retired to consider routine matters 
which may be brought to its attention. 

Representative White has been called as 
one of the witnesses to appear next Monday 
morning. 


Burke Tells His Plans. 

State’s Attorney Burke insists it is the 
duty of the Sangamon county grand jury to 
investigate the charges made by White. 

**7 fail to preceive why it should be neces- 
sary or even proper to transfer the venue 
from Sangamon to Cook county.“ he said. 
Lawyers know that the place of payment is 
immaterial if arrangements or promises were 
made in Springfield.

SENATOR LORIMER BECOMES 
SILENT ON BRIBE CHARGES. 


Statesman Simply Announces That 
. Letter Offering Stock to White Was 
a Circular. 


Senator Lorimer was not communicative 
yesterday. He refused to discuss the 
‘White charges as amplified and substantiated 
in THs TRIBUNE except to state that the let- 
ter received by White concerning bank stock 
was merely a “circular,’’ 1,000 copies of which 
were sent out by his son to possible sub- 
scribers for stock. 

As the calls of reporters at the Rookery 
became too numerous for comfort he re- 
moved to the offices of his contracting com- 
panies on the ninth floor of the building. 
Much of the time was spent with for- 
mer Judge Elbridge Hanecy and Congress- 
man W. J. Moxley. Among the callers was 
State Senator Edward Rainey, one of the 
Democrats who voted for Lorimer. 


TALK OF TELEPHONE BILL 387. 


Status of Measure Alleged to Have 
Been Referred To by Browne 
Discussed, 


State Senator Corbus P. Gardner of Men- 
dota, sponsor for senate bill 387, for the 
passage of which, according to White, 
Browne said $7,500 had been put up,“ was 
emphatic in his denials of any improper 
use of money in connection with the bill. He 
stated that it was formulated and introduced 
by him in conformity to a policy of regarding 
the telephone as a natural monopoly, ad- 
vocated editorially in THe TRIBUNE. 

The bill provided that telephone companies 
might sell or lease their properties to each 
other and might hold each other’s stock and 
bonds, It was toavold the effect of a decision 
of the Supreme court, which had held such 
combinations and mergers of competing com- 
panies contrary to public policy. 

He said the bill was killed after passing the 
senate unopposed through the opposition of 
Chicago members of the house, who thought 
it would aid the Chicago Telephone company 
and the Illinois Tunnel company in uniting. 


Company Officials Talk. 

Officials of these companies said they never 
had been in any way interested in the bill and 
that its passage would have had no effect on 
the status of the Chicago companies, which 
would still have been unable to combine 
without the express consent of the Chicago 
city council. On the other hand, they stated 
that even without it they could combine if 

the city council would give its consent. 

“The obstacle to our selling out to the 
Chicago Telephone Company is in our fran- 
chise, in our comtract with the city, not in 
any state law or state decision, said David 
R. Forgan, receiver for the Lllinois ‘runne! 
company. We were in no way interested 
in the bill. It did not affect the situation in 
Chicago in the least. We are dependent on 
the council for permission to consolidate, not 
on the legislature.“ 

“The Chicago Telephone company had no 
interest, direct or indirect, in the passage of 
senate bill 3887, said President B. E. Sunny of 
the Chicago Telephone company. Our law- 
vers have advised us that if the city council 
gives its consent to the purchase of the IIM- 
nois company that would settle the question 
of public policy raised by the Supreme court 
ruling. And of course the bill, if it had been 
passed, would not have enabled any consoli- 
dation to take place without the consent of 
the city council.” 

Browne’s Alleged Statement. 

White attributes to Browne this statement 
concerning the bill: : 

„Well, they only put up $7,600 to secure its 
passage, and it was worth $100,000 to pass 
that bill if it was worth a cent. It wasn’t 
worth the effort.’

Representative White of O' Fallon, in his 
remarkable confession, says that he received 
a bribe of $1,000 to vote for Lorimer for sen- 
ator and $900 more as his pay for voting with 
the house gang on various matters com- 
ing before the legislature, This confession 
is merely a specific corroboration of a fixed 
belief long held by a large number of persons 
who have studied the actions of the legisla- 
ture. It is thought by them to be inconceiv- 
able, in view of the conditions, that all the 
men voting for Lorimer, especially all the 
Democrats who voted for him, acted from 
motives that would bear scrutiny. What 
Representative White says respecting the 
division of the jackpot at the close of the 
session ig strengthened by corroborative 
facts. 

There was lack of specific proof of the use 
of money in connection with the Humphrey 
bills, the Allen bill, and the gas and electric 
light bills that attracted so much attention 
in the notorious legislative session of 1897. 
Yet the people of Iifinois did not hesitate to 
characterize those bills as boodle bills and 
to condemn every member of the legisiature 
who supported them. It was held that any 
man who voted for those bills must be elther 
a fool or a knave unless he could show proof 
to the contrary. If he could be cajoled into 
supporting them without bribery there was 
a stro presumption that he was much too 
innocent to be trusted, 

The Shurtleff bipartisan gang in the house 
at Springfield is as great a menace to the 
public as was the gang that ruled the legiz- 
lature in the days when John R. Tanner was 
governor. In the confession of Representa- 
tive White, and perhaps in the allegation of 
John C. Fetzer respecting the use of money 
to secure the passage of legislation desired 
by the Western Indiana railroad, the public 
has more specific evidence of bribery in con- 
nection with the recent general assembly 
than it had with reference to the notorious 
legislation of 1897. 

Whether or not this evidence is later cor- 
roborated sufficiently to warrant prison sen- 
tences for offenders, the situation clearly 
calls for a vigorous movement to drive from 
the legislature the members of the house 
who were herded into Shurtleff's bipartisan 
gang by certain politicians and the interests 
that financed their operations. 


Asks Support for Wayman. 

Chicago Evening Post IInd. Rep. -The 
course of events in connection with the 
charges of Representative Charies A. White 
that he was bribed to vote for Mr. William 
Lorimer for United States senator must be 
watched by this community with close con- 
cern. 

State’s Attorney Wayman has taken hold of 
the case with every sign of a fixed determina- 
tion to sift this shocking scandal until its 
truth or its falsehood shall be apparent to all, 

Mr. Wayman needs and deserves every 
particle of help that any section of the com- 
munity can give him. 

Citizens who may have evidence of any 
kind are under moral! obligation to present it. 

Members of the legislature, whether Demo- 
cratic or Republican, owe it to themselves 
and to their constituents to throw all possible 
light on the affair. 

Other state’s attorneys who are interested 
in the case because some of the criminal acts 
are said to have been committed within their 
jurisdictions should act as promptly and 
effectively as Mr. Wayman. And it is equally 
important that they all bear in mind the fact 
that the supreme end is the ascertainment of 
the truth rather than the winning of glory 
by any individual prosecutor. 

From Washington comes word that the 
senate has the power to investigate the right 
of any one of its members to his seat. 
Wihether or not we shall have to turn to 
this expedient, we have a right to expect 
that Senator Lorimer will give earnest aid 
to any and all efforts made to get at the facts 
of his election. 

Whether this whole scandal shall“ blow 
over.“ as one of our organization politicians 
predicts this morning, or whether it shall 
become the very real thing that its present 
appearance seems to predict, depends almost 
wholly upon public opinion. Without the 
public back of him, it is almost impossible for 
a state’s attorney to push so large an issue 
through to the only goal that counts. With 
an aroused public opinion on his side, the 
way is made as strangely easy as it was in 
Pittsburg. 

The community does not want to Immolate 
anybody. But it does want the truth and the 
whole truth. To get it the first rule is to keep 
demanding it. 


Record-Herald Asks More Facts. 


Chicago Record-Herald IInd. Rep. I- WII- 
lam Lorimer, Lee O'Neil Browne and Robert 
E. Wilson have all replied to Charles A. 
White, and accused him of lying, blackmail, 
and forgery. As his accusation does not con- 
vict them, so their accusations do not con- 
vict him.

THOUSANDS LOST, IT IS SAID. 


Duplication of Warrants Alleged Method 
of Boodling. 


Springfield, III, May 2.— (Special.]—The 
council tonight ordered a motion for the in- 
vestigation into alleged disacrepancies in the 
city’s books reported by Controller Simmons 
referred to the finance committee.

Levee Bondage, Saloons, Police,

NEW YORKER IS SECOND. 


Louis Betts of Chicago Is Given an 
Honorable Mention.

I— William 
Orpen, who was awarded today the medal of 
the first clas with its prise of $1,500 at the 
fourteenth annual art exhibit in the galleries 
of the Carnegie institute, is a young Irish- 
man, resident in London.

Attorney General May Shatter 
Wall Street Traditions. 


MEN HIGHER UP TARGETS, 
Ticker Service Between States Also 
May Be Prohibited. 


New York, May 2.—[Special.)—The #o- 
called leak by which Frank Maler obtained 
stock exchange transactions for use on his 
wire service to the Consolidated exchange 
and elsewhere uninterruptedly for twenty- 
five years is being traced higher up by the 
federal authorities and it is the general be- 
lief in the street that when the true situation 
is uncovered before the grand jury in Wash- 
ington startling developments may be ex- 
pected. 

The underground sources of Washington 
news brought disquieting rumors today about 
Attorney General Wickersham's intentions 
and hinted that he was going to carry the 
present bucket shop campaign into fields 
which tradition hae made legitimate. 


May Curb Ticker Service. 

The story was that it was the intention of 
the department of justice to frame a law 
which would prevent the transmission from 
state to state of ticker records of stock ex- 
change transactions on the basis that such 
service was merely a device for gambling 
purposes and could serve no legitimate end. 

Wall street was disinclined to put any faith 
in the rumor, but, coming after the action of 
the government against the bull pool in cot- 
ton, it was a cause of uneasiness. Whether 
there is any basis in fact for this story, the 
beef is general in the street that the ex- 
change authorities who have been in Wash- 
ington testifying have brought back hints 
of much more important developments to 
arise out of the present campaign than any- 
thing that has yet come to light. 


Wildcat Stock Jobs Doomed? 

Tt is believed that while legitimate specula- 
tion is not really in danger a way has been 
found to eliminate the bucketshop business, 
and also to put a curb on wildcat stock pro- 
motions. It is hinted that drastic laws are to 
be enacted against the advertising and sale 
of doubtful mining and other stocks.

The city 
council passed a new liquor ordinance to- 
might, and on May 13 saloons will be in 
operation. The no license akiermen intro- 
duced fifteen amendments, most of them 
intended to curtail the saloon district, but 
all were defeated. 

An agreement not to treat or allow treat- 
ing is required. Free lunch, music, and 
games of chance are barred. No brewer, 
distiller, employé or stockholder of a brew- 
ery or distillery will be granted a permit. 

The barroom must be a single room, with- 
out connection with others, and without 
tables, chairs, or dumb waiter. Two stools 
may be placed behind the bar for the use of 
the proprietor and bartender. Selling of 
liquor to minors or women is forbidden. 
Saloons must close at 10 p. m.

Opens with Knox Panegyric. 

The president opened his speech with a 
Ppanegyric on Secretary Knox, whom he 
declared had given “ counsel of the utmost 
value in guiding the course of the adminis- 
tration, beset with many difficulties. 

As the head of the great state depart- 
ment, having in its charge our foreign rela- 
tions, Mr. Knox has shown the same capacity 
for guarding the interests of his client, the 
United States, and her people, in dealing with 
foreign nations as he did im protecting their 
rights against the unlawful encroachments 
of domestic combinations of capital as attor- 
ney general,” said Mr. Taft. The depart- 
ment of foreign affairs in a government if it 
is useful and successful, is not generally 
spectacular. Its triumphs are peaceful ne- 
gotiations leading to agreements recorded 
often not in the ratification of treaties but 
in the acquiescence of correspondence, and 
not heralded to the world as what they often 
rerally are—important steps toward the uni- 
versal peace of natlons.“ 


_ Refers to Tariff Policy, 
The President detailed the recent reorgani- 
| gation of the state department under the di- 
rection of Secretary Knox. He referred also 
to the successful culmination of all the re- 
cent negotiations under the maximum and 
minimum provisions of the new tariff law, 
and continued: 

The work has been done by Mr. Knox and 
the state department and has been well done. 
We have succeeded in securing from all 
countries substantially their miuimum tariff, 
or if not their minimum tariffs in terms, such 
concessions as to be equivalent to those ben- 
efits under the minimum tariff denied us.“ 

The president referred particularly to the 
negotiations with Canada and in this connec- 
tion said: 

“It is the view of the administration that 
the peculiar relations existing between Can- 
ada and the United States, with a boundary 
line of 3,000 miles between them, justifies a 
different policy as to imports and exports 
between the two countries from that which 
obtains in regard to European ané orienta] 
countries, and that if, by reciprocal arrange- 
ments, we can make the commercial bond 
closer, it will be for the benefit of both na- 
tions. | 

Cultivates Good Relations. 

“The example set by the last administra- 
tion in cultivating good relations with allthe 
South American and Central American re- 
publics has been followed closely by Mr. Knox 
and the department under him. I say this 
deliberately for the purpose of meeting sug- 
gestions and criticism that there has been 
a departure from such policy, and I venture to 
affirm that never before in the history of 
the country have our relations with South 
American and Central American republics 
been more friendly than they are today. 

“The fact that in respect to the claim 
pending against one of the South American 
Tepublics our state department took a firm 
stand and insisted on a settlement is not 
to be regarded in the slightest degree as 

an evidence of our lack of friendship for that 
government or our earnest desire to maintain 
the friendliest relations with all South Ameri- 
ca. But a secretary of state of the United 
States would be recreant to all the proper 
rules governing his duty if he neglected the 
just rights of American citizens in dealing 
with any country, however important her 
friendship. 

“The course of our state department with 
respect to certain small Central American 
states has been subjected to criticism, which 
to me seems wholly unwarranted. 


Zelaya the Great Disturber. 
“The great disturber of Centra! America 
in recent years, has been Zelaya, the tyran- 
nical and unprincipled president of the re- 
public of Nicaragua: With respect to every 
pian for the promotion of paci cation and 
friendly relations between the five republics 
de played the part of marplot. When his 
brutal and cruel exactions drove a part of 
the people of Nicaragua into rebellion and 
an extended civil war, he violated the laws 
of war and the rights of American citizeng 
who had regularly enlisted in the ranks of 

the révolutionists by taking their lives. 
“He thus gave a right tb the government 
of the United States to demand reparation 
and, by reason of the character of his 
government —exemplified by this cruelty 
toward American citizens—to withdraw ali 
@ipiomatic relations by a letter of Secre- 
tary Knox, which gave full reasons therefor 
and which notified the contending forces in 
Nicaragua that the United States would hold 
each one to strict accountability were the 
rights of American citizens further outraged. 
“It is undoubtedly true that the attitude 
of the United States toward Zelaya so in- 
* gured his prestige and brought him so clearly 
to the bar of the public opinion of the world 
me an international criminal that he was 
ebliged to abdicate and leave his government 
to @ better man. It is hoped that the war 
between the factions is now drawing to a 
close, and that a far better government may 
de established which shall have regard to the 
interests of its own citizens as well as of 

those of friendly nations. 


Refers to Killing of Groce. 
. “The leaders of both factions, Madriz and 
Estrada, have admitted the unjust charac- 
ter of the killing of Groce and Cannon. This 
~ government must consider at the proper time 
_- gelng upon the government of Nicaragua, 
when one can be recognized, to make such 


reparation as shall seem to be just for this 
violation of American rights, and to give ade- 
quaie guarantees for the future observance 
and strengthening on the part of Nicaragua 
of the Washington conventions. 

“Meanwhile, pending the working out of 
the Nicaraguan situation, we have saved fur- 
ther invasion of American rights and have 
indirectly accomplished the elimination of 
Zelaya and of Zelayaism. I think any one 
who will analyze the Nicaraguan policy will 
gee that it has brought about its exact and 
just and beneficent objects. 

“The elimination of Castro, who was of 
the class of Zelaya, from the control of Vene- 
zuela, has enabled us to settle peacefully the 
claims of our fellow citizens in that important 
South American state. 

“The theory that the field of diplomacy 
does not include in any degree commerce 
and the increase of trade relations is one to 
which Mr. Knox and this administration do 
not subscribe. We believe it to be of the 
utmost importance that while our foreign 
policy should not be turned a hair's breadth 
from the straight path of justice, it may be 
well made to include active intervention to 
secure for our merchandise and our capital- 
ists cpportunity for profitable investment 
which shall inure to the benefit of both coun- 
tries concerned. 

alks of Dollar Diplomacy.” 

There is nothing inconsistent in the pro- 
motion of peaceful relations and the promo- 
tion of trade relations: To call such diplo- 
macy dollar diplomacy’ and thus apply to 
it what is deemed by the authors of the 
phrase an expression of contempt, is to 
ignore entirely a most useful office to be per- 
formed by a government in its dealing with 
foreign governments. Such diplomacy gives 
to the merchants of other countries in the 
competition for the trade of the world an ad- 
vantage which their own governments are 
only too glad to offer to them, and whicn 
our government ought not to deny to her 
own merchants, manufacturers, and capital- 
ists. 

“Our trade has grown quite beyond the 
limits of this country. With an annual for- 
eign trade exceeding $2,000,000,000, our state 
department could not vindicate its existence 
or justify a policy which in any way with- 
held a fostering. protecting, and stimulating 
hand in the development and extension of 
that trade. 

„In our agreements with China we have 
provisions whereby the Chinese government 
promises to reform its currency and to 
abolish likin, a mode of internal taxation 
which weighs against our trade, and to give 
a share of railway loans to American capital. 


Policy of the “Open Door.“ 

“The policy of the open door was inau- 
gurated by this government while John Hay 
was secretary of state and had its inception 
in a note circulated among the powers by 
him. It has been the intention and purpose 
of his administration to conserve and main- 
tain that policy as far as possible and we 
cannot look with satisfaction or quietly ac- 
qulesce in a silent defeat of that policy in 
the actual measures adopted by any of the 
governments interested in the orient. 

“It is the purpose of our state department 
to insist upon respect for the just claims of 
American citizens wherever they may be. 
These cannot be sacrificed to any policy. 
We must use every effort to give a full meas- 
ure of protection in our own country to tha 
rights of foreigners of whatever nationality 
or race, and in our dealings with other gov- 
ernments to combine a patient insistencs 
upon our rights with a scrupulous respect for 
theirs. 

In this way the great work of making 
world peace is carried on, and such a course 
contributes quite as much to this end as ar- 
bitration treaties and other instrumentali- 
ties by which in more conspicuous ways war 
is rendered less and less possible. 


Court of Arbitration. 


“Among the direct contributions to the 
cause of peace, I am glad to call your atten- 
tion to the fact that Secretary Knox has 
broached to the powers a project for evolving 
a general court of arbitral justice out of the 
theory of the prize court convention drawn 
up at the last Hague conference. 

To the record of a year’s accomplishments 
under Secretary Knox in our foreign affairs, 
I think I may properly point with pride, and 
yet with becoming modesty, for it is his work 
and not mine. All I can claim is the merit of 
selecting him for the task.“ 

The president, immediately after the ban- 
quet, left for Cincinnati.

If one side is to be taken up the 
other should be investigated also.“

Of course I am ready and will go at any 
time, but I see no reason why or what good 
I can do them. I don’t understand their atti- 
tude at all.“ | 

Ira G. Rawn, president of the Monon and 
a director of the Western Indiana, received 
his subpeena shortly before 5 o'clock and 
immediately sent for Attorneys Nelson and 
Walter L. Fisher, with whom he held a long 
conference. Mr. Rawn left before the con- 
ference was ended, saying: 

‘lam subpoenaed to appear in the morning, 
but I don’t know.of what use I will be to them. 
I know less about it than any one because 
I have been connected with the Western 
Indiana only since November, when I came 
to the Monon.” 

Attorneys Nelson and Fisher said Mr. 
Rawn was surprised at being subpcenaed and 
simply wanted to know what it meant. 

I don’t know what they expect to show,“ 
said Mr. Fisher. It they have any evidence 
it is beyond my knowledge.” 


Field Thinks He Is Through. 

E. C. Field, vice president and general 
counse] of the Monon road and the arbiter 
who decided that Fetzer, Thomas, and 
Kappes should pay the railroad $525,000, said 
he believed he was through with the astate’s 
attorney. 

There is no reason why they should sum- 
mon me.“ he said. ‘I was called to see Mr. 
Wayman Saturday morning and I explained 
to him that I had no evidence concerning 
the alleged bribery charges. I told him I 
was simply an arbiter in a civil proceeding 
and that I considered the statements of un- 
lawful use of the money as immaterial from 
my point of view.“

Attorney General in a New 
York Speech Pleads for 
Party Unity. 


SATISFIED WITH HIS JOB. 


Declares Any .Official Act Is Cer- 
tain to Be Subject of 
Criticism. 


New York, May 2.—[{Special.]—The Re- 
publican insurgents in congress were scored 
tonight by Attorney General Wickersham 
at a banquet given for Lloyd C. Griscom, 
chairman of the New York county Repub- 
lican organization. f 

The attorney general reverted to the sub- 
ject of the insurgents after declaring him- 
self satisfied with his position in the cabinet 
in spite of the fact that whatever one does 
in public employment is the subject of criti- 
cism.”’ 

Urging codperation among members of the 
Republican organization in helping to carry 
out the pledges of the party, Mr. Wicker- 
sham accused the insurgents, without using 
that term, of impeding at this time the 
work of the national administration by the 
lessening of party cohesion and party dis- 
cipline.’’ 

Refers to Customs Service. 

“The revelations of the demoralization of 
the customs service,“ he said, have taught 
clearly the need of removing the customs 
service absolutely from partisan political in- 
fluence, and a reorganization of its admin- 
istration, so as to prevent a recurrence of 
these offenses and to free the service from 
all reproach. 

“This work is now being undertaken,” he 
added, by the present seeretary and the 
collector of the port, but to its accomplish- 
ment the loyal, effective codperation of all 
Republicans is essential, Much virtue is im- 
puted to themselves by certain individuals 
in refusing to codperate with the president 
and the administration in carrying out the 
pledges and the program of the Republican 
party. They seek to extol the independence 
of the individual at the expense of party 
organization.“ f 

All students of government, the speaker 
declared, recognize that the success of Amer- 
ican institutions has resulted from the 
peaceful submission of the minority to the 
rule of the majority, and the success of ma- 
jority rule has been the result of the appli- 
cation of the same doctrine in party af- 
fairs. 

Points Moral to Insurgents. 

Referring to a recent statement by a Demo- 
cratic senator to the effect that all men 
who think one way must necessarily be 
Republicans, and all who think the other 
way must necessarily be Democrats,’ Mr. 
Wickersham sald: 

“TI hope it will be pondered over by those 
gentlemen who still persist in thinking that 
‘they can run with the hare and hunt with 
the hounds.’ ”’ 

“The present administration,“ said Mr 
Wickersham, is not running amuck amon 
legitimate business interests On the con- 
trary, the intention and desire is to protect 
them from the disastrous influences of un- 
fair competition and secret illegitimate ad- 
vantages in transportation and in trade 
which operate to the benefit only of those 
few who participate in them and to the 
detriment of all the many who do not. It is 
this which has become the settled definite 
policy of the Republican party. 

Likens Party to a Boat Crew. 

Comparing the party to a boat crew, and 
President Taft to the coxswain, Mr. Wicker- 
sham predicted that with the loyal codpera- 
tion of the crew, the Republican boat must, 
and will win the goal. But there has been a 
mighty splashing of the oars; too many of 
the crew have been slow to realize that unless 
they all fell into stroke they would inevita- 


‘bly capsize the boat and all go into the 


water together. 

“It is to be hoped, and, indeed there are 
signs, that wiser counsels may prevail, and 
that desire for personal prowess will be 
subordinated to a recognition of the fact 
that the success of the party administration 
is of more importance than the self-exploi- 
tation of any one individual member of it.’’ 


Wickersham Attacked in House. 


Washington, D. C., May 2.—An effort was 
initiated in the house today to compel Attor- 
ney General Wickersham to make public the 
documents and other information bearing 
on the preparation of the summary of the 
Glavis charges, for which Attorney Brand- 
eis, consul for L. R. Glavis, sought unsuc- 
cessfully through the Ballinger-Pinchot in- 
vestigating committee. 

Representative Burton Harrison of New 
York introduced a resolution calling upon the 
attorney general for the information. The 


matter was referred to the rules committee. 


The Republican majority of the investi- 
gating committee twice rejected Mr. Brand- 
eis’ request in spite of fhe protest of the 
Democratic members, supported by Repre- 
sentative Madison, the “ insurgent ” Repub- 
lican member. 


U. S. TO HAVE BUREAU OF MINES. 


Senate Passes Bill Which Already Hag 
Been Approved by the House 
of Representatives. 


Washington, D. C., May 2.—The senate to- 
day amended and passed a bill which already 
had passed the house, to create a bureau of 
mines in the interior department. In addi- 
tion to carrying on mining work heretofore 
done by the geological survey, the bureau 
will investigate the causes of mine explo- 
sions. 

The bill places the bureau in the hands of 
a director, with a salary of 56.000 a year. 
The purpose of the bureau is to foster, pro- 
mote, and develop the mining industry of 
the United States, especially with reference 
to the safety of miners. It is also expected to 
give attention to the treatment of ores and 
the use of explosives. 

A portion of the work of the geological 
survey is to be transferred to the new bureau.

The fact that the 
administration had not the votes to carry 
out its program was not generally suspected, 
notwithstanding the fact that the insurgents 
claimed sufficient ‘strength to win. | 

Throughout t efforts were made to ef- 
fect an agreement between those who fa- 
vored the Cummins amendment and those 
who supported the Elkins-Crawford provis- 
ion. The first would require all traffic agree- 
ments and all changes of rates to be approved 
by the interstate commerce commission in 
advance of taking effect. The latter would 
make traffic agreements lawful ‘under the 
Sherman law, but would not require that 
rates made by railroads should be submitted 
to the commission in advance. 

The insurgents were unyielding. They be- 
lieved that victory was within their grasp. 
After the adjournment of the senate Senator 
Cummins was called into the final confer¢ 
ence. He was asked if the insurgents could 
not get together on some provision that would 
be less obnoxious to the majority of the Re- 
publicans than was the pending Cummins 
amendment. 


Cummins Willing to Compromise. 

Mr. Cummins is quoted as saying that per- 
sonally he was agreeable to the adoption of 
some provision that would insure substan- 
tially the same thing, but that he did not 
think his insurgent colleagues would be will- 
ing to accept anything other than a straight 
out proposition compelling railroads to ob- 
tain approval of the commission before put- 
ting new rates into effect. 

When Senator Cummins came out of Sen- 
ator Aldrich’s room he said, in response to a 
question: 

We are not compromising. We believe 
we have the votes to adopt my amendment.” 

It was apparent that he had not been told 
of the plan to eliminate section 7 and that 
he did not suspect any such intention on thé 
part of those who have the bili in charge 
He jained Senators Clapp, Dolliver, and La 
Follette, who bad waited in the corridor to 
learn the result of his visit to the conference. 
A newspaper man who joined this group o: 
insurgents was told by all of them that the; 
were confident of winning. 


Root Hints at Cold Feet.“ 

Several senators were asked tonight to 
what they attributed their failure to get 
enough votes to adopt the Elkins-Crawforé 
amendment. They were almost unanimous 
in the expression that it could be charged di 
rectly to the fear that if rates were raise 
by the railroads the people would say the re- 
peal of the Sherman anti-trust law in its ap- 
plication to railroads was responsible. Un- 
questionably the possible political effect ot 
the adoption of that section frightened awa) 
some of the early supporters of the pro- 
vision. 

Senator Root noticeably was annoyed ai 
the outcome of the conference. When asked 
what caused the change of front in connec- 
tion with section 7, he said: 

“Cold feet. Some of those who ought to 
support the bill were afraid of the politica! 
effect. 

The action of railroads in the Western 
Trunk Line association in filing new class 
fications with the interstate commerce com- 
mission, giving notice of material increases, 
was referred to by a number of those who 
attended the conferences today. In view of 
the fact that wages have been increased it 
was agreed that there certainiv would be 
other advances, and certain Republicans 
feared the political effect. Attention was 
called also to the fact that the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford today increased 
passenger rates between 15 and 30 per cent. 

Whether the showdown between the regu- 
lar Republicans and the insurgents will 
come tomorrow depends apon the amount of 
debate that ensues and the attitude of the 
insurgents when they learn of the plans of 
their opponents to deprive them of victory.

The proceedings in which the Supreme 
court upheld the ouster order of the Tennes- 
see Supreme court against the Standard On 
Company of Kentucky originated in a trans- 
action at Gallatin, Tenn. The Standard had 
ol] stored in tanks in Tennessee, from which 
it procured a supply for various sections of 
the state. 

The Evansville Oil company of Evans- 
ville, Ind., sent a salesman to Gallatin. He 
obtained a number of orders, whereupon the 
agent of the Standard Oj) offered to give the 
merchants ten gallons of oi] per barrel to 
countermand their purchase orders with the 
Evansvilie Ol company. Four of them 
accepted. ; 

The Standard and two of its agents were 
indicted under the state anti-trust act. One 
of the agents was convicted, Ouster pro- 
ceedings were begun against the Standard 
and the state courts issued an ouster decreé. 

The appeal to the federal Supreme court 
was based on the argument that the alleged 
criminal agreement, if it were an offense, 
was an offense against the federal law and 
not against the laws of Tennessee, and that 
the statute was unconstitutional] because it 
violated the equal protection clause of the 
constitution. 

All the contentions were disposed of favor- 
ably to the state. 

Ends Cruel Insular Sentence. 

Humanity asserted itself today in the Su- 
preme court of the United States when that 
tribunal struck down one of the old Spanish 
measures of punishment in the Philippines, 
that of “cadena temporal.“ The Supreme 
‘court declared that imprisonment for fifteen 
years with a chain at the ankle and wrist, 


‘*cadeha temporal,“ for the falsification of 
public records to the extent of about $300, 
was a cruel and unusual punishment.

Releases 400 Obtained on Leases 
of Company's Building in 


New Fork. 

Albany, N. T., May 2.— [Special. State 
Superintendent of Insurance William Hotch- 
kiss, and Attorney General Edward R.

sum. 

For the release to it of the Mercantile Safe 
Deposiy company's lease on the Equitable 
buildi at 120 Broadway, New York, the 
Equitable is to pay $1,060,000 


Will Increase Value of Assets. 

The real estate department of the society 
estimates such release will increase the value 
of the society’s building to the society by 
$2,000,000. 

The Equitable Mkewise pays $225,000 to the 
Securities Safe Deposit company of Boston 
for the release of the latter company’s lease 
on the Boston building of the Equitable. This 
release is estimated to be worth to the Equit- 
able $430,000 

These leases to the safe deposit companies 
had 100 years to run. 

By the agreements approved today all the 
law suits in which the Equitable was con- 
cerned are wiped out. 

The settlement was effected by a special 
committee of directors. The details of it 
have been before the attorney general and 
the superintendent of insurance for some 
time. It has the approval of both. 


Hadley Explains Effect. 

The report of the committee of directors 
was considered by Deputy Attorney General 
Edward H. Letchworth, Alfred Hurrell, 
counsel to the insurance department. and 
Nelson B. Hadley, chief examiner of life 
companies, who, in a written memorandum 
to the attorney general and the superin- 
tendent of insurance, says: 

When one considers that this settlement 
will end costly and troublesome litigation, 
much of which would result unfavorably to 
the society; allows the society to improve 
its buildings in New York and Boston and 
thus take advantage of the steadily in- 
creasing values of this real estate, all with- 
out cost to the society, and at the same time 
puts in it possession to probably gain millions 
by reason of the readjugstment—there can be 
but ope „ and that is that official 
approval should be given to the settlement 
and the same consummated at once.

Charles Thornton Libby, publisher of sev- 
eral suburban wee lies, on Saturday printed 
an editorial which reflected on Col. Hale's 
mother. This forenoon Col. Hale, accom- 
panied by Frederic Fay; a newspaper man, 
called at Editor Libby's office, and, producing 
a copy of the paper containing the editoria 
in question, asked him if he was responsible 
for it. Mr. Libby admitted that he was. 

Forthwith Col. Hale drew from under his 
coat a riding whip, and exclaiming, ** Tak 
that, you cur,”’ struck at Mr. Libby. The 
blow fell on the editor's arm, and the two 
grappled. A.secuffie ensued, in which a water 
pail resting on the floor was upsét, but no 
further damage was inflicted by either of the 
men. 

Editor Too Big For Hale. 

Col. Hale struck at Editor Libby several 
times with his fist, but as the newspaper man 
is more than d feet in height and Col. Hale is 
undersized, the former was able to bold his 
assailant off. Finally Col. Hale desisted, 
picked up his hat and whip, and waiked out 
of the office. 

n men issued statements tonight, Col. 
Hale, in closing his account of the encounter 
and what prompted it, said: 

„There are some things that a man cannot 
stand and this sort of attack is one of them. 
I think that a man who will allow his mother 
to be insulted without retaMation justiz 
could be called a cur.”

LONDON, May 2— Tuts country 16 in a 
deplorable and appalling condition and I pub- 
licly apologize to the universe for living in it. 

George Bernard Shaw, the playwright, thus 
delivered himself tonight while presiding at 
a meeting called for the purpose of consider- 
ing the condition of labor and the causes of 
destitution in Great Britain. 

Shaw’s utterances had referénce to the na- 
tion’s indifference to the social condition of 
the workers. He advocated larger national 
expenditures to insure work for everybody. 

“ A great deal.“ he said, of what has been 
called religion in this country for the last 300 
years has been nothing lese than a conepir- 
acy to persuade the reet of the people that 
virtue is a cheap thing. Now, let me tell you 
there are no good things that are cheap. If 
you want a decent, virtuous population, 
which you haven't got at present, you will 
have to pay for it, but you will find In the end 
that it will not cost as much as a vicious one.“ 

Shaw's prescription for curing or bettering 
social suffering and degradation is to spend 
money, thug keeping the people efficient, 
healthy, well fed, and clothed. Instead of 
paying policemen and prison officials he 
would keep all men at work with the money.

Johnson, 
about which he expressed keen regret. 


Glad to Be in Jungle. 

“Col. Roosevelt seemed to be happy to be 
away from the newspapers, and did not show 
any anxiety to obtain any news of the polit- 
ical situation. 

“ During the three days that our camps 
were together we had opportunity to note his 
prowess, ahd that of his son Kermit. The 
colonel killed three elephants on one day's 
hunt, and Kermit brotight down another, all 
four of which were for the Museum of Nat- 
ural History of New York. 

„We aleo noted the pride assumed by the 
retinue of natives who accompanied the 
Roogevelts. They seemed to take the keenest 
delight in acting as we rvants. 

„ Remarkably, hen was the popu- 
larity and knowledge ‘of’ o8@velt in Africa, 
it was still greater in India, where his ac- 
tivities were also discussed with the deepest 
interest. Every scrap of information con- 
cerning him was eagerly caught up and 
passed around. It is no éxaggeration to say 
that he was the sensation of the continent.“

Emigration Decreases Crime. 


Emigration to America has reduced crime in 
Castelvetrano, but has not entirely stopped it. 
Not long ago a boy of 18 was put out of the 
old church of San Giovanni for disorderly con- 
duct. This made him mad. He broke into the 
church and set fire to the organ. By the time 
they got the fire out the roof of the fine old 
church was destroyed. Fortunately, it did not 
destroy a beautiful marble statue of John the 
Baptist, one of the finest works I have seen in 
Sicily. The boy was punished. In five years 
his criminal record will be automatically cleaned 
and he will have no difficulty in securing a pass- 
port. 

Only last week a young man of this town 
went to the neighboring town of Campobello to 
rob a house. He was detected and shot. Week 
before last the door of a tobacco shop was 
broken in and $40 in cash and $60 worth of to- 
bacco stolen. Several years ago a mother sold 
her 15 year old daughter for $40. The daugh- 
ter today is said to be the most beautiful wom- 
an of her class in Palermo and is reputed to be 
rich. The mother is dead; the father is a beg- 
gar on the streets of Castelvetrano. 

This is not a catalogue of the crimes of Cas- 
telvetrano, simply some incidents which they 
have told me to illustrate modern life under im- 
proved conditions! They tell me that before 
emigration to the United States began crime 
was common. The agents do not know, so they 
pay, what has become of the recently numerous 
class of criminals. The wafter in the hotel says 
that they are all in New York, 


Has Bad Opinion of His Race. 


This same hotel waiter, who seems to know 
his town well, has a poor opinion of his com- 
patriots. At table we were discussing the death 
of Petrosino, always a fertile but sometimes 
dangerous topic of conversation. An Italian 
drummer for a Milan shoe house expressed the 
wish that there were a thousand Petrosinos in 


New York. The waiter made it two thousand, 


but charged Petrosino with accepting bribes 
from rich Italian criminalsiin New York. When 
asked the source of his information he said he 
read it in a Sicilian Nick Carter. I asked him if 
ho believed all he read and told him that I had 
read that all Sicilians were liars and thieves. 
To which he replied without a moment's hesita- 
tion that it is the truth, that the Sicilian by 
nature is a lar and that the sight of money 
instinetively prompts him to thievery. I be- 
lieve the waiter’s opinion of his own people is 
grossly and maliciously exaggerated. 

Another informant told me that the Catanians 
are the most skillful counterfeiters of the ig. 
land, that they are natural born artists, that a 
boy. with a piece of chalk can counterfeit a 
bank note, that nine out of every ten Italian 
‘counterfeiters in the United States come from 
Catania. The Messinians he characterized ag

New Theater Cost $200,000, 


Schoolhouses are in old convents. They have 
erected a new theater of stone in classic style 
at a cost of $200,000! There is no performance 
at the theater tonight, but near the hotel is a 
cinematograph with a loud, badly scrawled ad- 
vertisement painted on canvas, attention to 
which is drawn by a hand organ. Of the nu- 
merous attractions offered I made out the fol- 
lowing: Great American Sensations; The Doings 
of the Black Hand in New York; The Execution 
of the Assassins of Petrosino! 

The largest store in town, shown me with 
pride, is perhaps twenty feet square. Here is a 
little of everything that is cheap and tawdry. I 
met a man here who wanted to know how he 
could get his sister home from New York with- 
out buying her a ticket.

„ do not approve the present day method 
of appealing to charity by making a great 
public. noise.

be in St. Louis on July 15. The telegram 
is in evidence, and the register of the 
Southern hotel shows that Wilson was 
essigned room 86 in the morning of that 
day. 

White says he met Representative H. 


J. O. Beckemeyer of Carlyle on the streets 


of St. Louis that morning. Beckemeyer 
tells one investigator he was there and an- 
other that he was not. Wilson says he 
wrote Beckemeyer asking him to be there 
to talk over plans for a banquet to 
Browne. Beckemeyer tells one investi- 
gator that he might have received such 
a letter, but he did not remember it, and 
he tells another that he was called to St. 
Louis “ for a friendly and political meet- 
ing.“ 

White says he met Representatives 
Joseph S. Clark of Vandalia, Henry A. 
Shephard of Jerseyville, and Charles 8. 
Luke in the lobby of the Southern hotel. 
Shephard admits he was there. White 
says that Wilson and Representative 
Michael S. Link came in afterwards. Link 
admits he was there. White says that 
they went to Wilson’s room, and after 
they had talked of some unimportant mat- 
ters Wilson called Shephard into the 
bathroom. Shephard admits that he went 
into the bathroom with Wilson. White 
says that Wilson then called him into the 
bathroom and gave him $900 as his share 
in the “ jackpot.” 

Link, in his first interview with an in- 
vestigator, admitted that he had gone into 
the bathroom with Wilson. The investi- 
gator’s report says: “I asked him if Mr. 
Wilson gave him any money and he said 
that it was nobody’s business whether he 
did or whether he didn't, but he would 
not admit that he didnt give him any 
money. Link also stated that he talked 
with Wilson alone in the bathroom.” 

Eight days later Link, in another inter- 
view with the same investigator, said, ac- 
cording to the inyestigator’s report: “I 
want to take back something I told you 
and White last week. I told you then 
that it was nobody’s business if Wilson 
did give me some money in the Southern 
hotel in St. Leuis, but now I want ta take 
that back, Been if he did give me 
money that would be bribery and I would 
not do that. I also want to say that I 


did not receive any money for voting for 
Lorimer, for that would be bribery, too.“ 


Clark says he was not there. Shephard 
says he met Clark, Luke, and White in 
the hotel. Beckemeyer told one investi- 
gator that he met Clark there. Wilson 
says he wrote Clark to be there. 

White says he saw Shephard go into 
the bathroom. The interview between the 
investigator and Shephard on this point 
developed the following: 

“Did Wilson take you into the bath- 
room and talk to you while in there?’ 

“ Yes, he did.” 

“Did he give you any money?” 

„No, he did not.“ 

“What did he talk to you about when 
he took you into the bathroom alone?“ 

That is a private matter that I don’t 
care to discuss.” 

White says that Wilson explained to 
him that Browne could not get to St. 
Louis because of illness and that conse- 
quently he was taking his place in the 
matter. Browne's letter to White, written 
on July 16,.the day after the meeting at 
the Southern hotel, said: “I was awfully 
sorry that I was unable to be with you 
yesterday forenoon in St, Louis. I was 
taken very ijl in Chicago Monday night 
with an attack of ptomaine poisoning.” 
What does all this evidence lead to? 
It shows that the men White said were in 
St. Louis were there; that Wilson at- 
tempted an explanation of the gathering 
which no one else thought of and which, 
consequently, no one else gave; that all 
the details of White’s story, other than 
that relating to the alleged transfer of 
money to the others, are admitted. White 
went into the bathroom and got 5900. 
The others went into the bathroom 
and——. 


RAISING FREIGHT RATES. 

Shippers read with concern last week 
the announcement that on and after the 
Ist of June there would be a 10 per cent 
advance in the freight rates on a number 
of commodities between the Mississippi 
and the Missouri. They could not help 
seeing in it an indication that the roads 
were at last beginning to muster up cour- 
age to do what they have been threatening 
to do for over a year, It would have 
been done before this but for the deter- 
mined protests of shippers, better or- 
ganized than ever before. 

The railroad explanation of the higher 
schedules which have just been filed with 
the interstate commerce commission is 
that wages have gone up. So they have, 
and the roads would not have yielded to 
the demand of employés with so little re- 
sistance if they had mot resolved to even 
matters up by raising freight rates and 
tranaferring, the cost of wage, increases to 
the ultimate consumer.” But there may 
be another explanation of the advances 
now being made and of others which are 
likely to follow in the near future, 

No matter how much the railroad legis- 
lation congress is Mkely to enact at this 
session may deviate from | the so-called 
administration measure, it will have a 
provision adding greatly to the powers of 
the interstate commerce commission. It 
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trouble was a Democratic attempt to steal 
a seat in the legislature and a United 
States senator. How much he was pald 
to take his medicine and not squeal on the 
“men higher up is not known.

To be indicted for that 
they must swear falsely as to something 
material to the issue. Before a grand 
jury any deliberate false swearing makes 
the witness liable to indictment for per- 
jury. 

Witnesses who may appear before the 
special grand jury now in session should 
consider how the incautious Mackin land- 
ed in Joliet and finally became a rounder 
through trifling with the truth about what 
seemed to him a little matter, and tell the 
inquisitors “the truth, the whole truth, 
and nothing but the truth.” 


ALLDS’ SUCCESSOR. 

Although discredited in the eyes of the 
people at large, ex-State Senator Allds of 
New York has succeeded in having his 
man elected to the vacant seat, although 
by a teduced Republican plurality. In 
spite of his doubtful backing Prof. 
Thomas was elected largely through his 
espousal of Gov. Hughes’ policies.

It is to this anti-Am feeling, from 
‘which so many Ameri born wives of 
Itallan nobles have had to suffer during 
three years, that must be 
ascribed the blackballing of Moore the other 
day by the Hunt club of Rome, and not to 
any personal objection to him individually. 
It is quite true that his daughter Eisſe, mar- 
ried to Don Marino Torionia, gavea huge din- 
ner not long ago at Rome which was attended 
by some 800 members of the Roman aria- 
tocracy, and was followed by à cotillon at 
which the favors were of the most lavish 
character. But the presence of these peonle 
meant nothing. For they doubtless consid- 
ered that, far from plecing themselves under 
any obligation to Dona Elsie Torlonia by 
accepting her hospitality, they were bestow- 
ing a favor upon hér by putting in an ap- 
pearance at her féte, and that it was she 
who was indebted to them and not they to her. 
Indeed, the luxury displayed at the enter- 
tainment will have served to still further 
alienate her guests rather than to concillate 
them, and instead of making friends for her, 
will have added to the number of those 
whom she had offended by neglecting to 
invite them.

Moreover, although the dona is undeniably 
beautiful and charming, her marriage to Don 
Marino was not popular, owing to the dis- 
parity of her own fortune to that of the don. 
who, with no resources of his own to speak 
of, had for years been known as in search 
of a rich matrimonial alllance. Marriages 
of this kind, where the husband Is virtually 
penniless, and the foreign wife has a large 
fortune, are not popular in the best society

Then, too, Don Marino, who had for years

The Hunt club formerly was the leading 
club of the Eternal City, membership of 
which was considered a distinction. Indeed. 
in olden times it was the Italian counter- 
part of the Union clubs of Berlin and of 
Paris, of the Yacht club of St. Petersburg, 
of the Club des Nobles at Brussels, of the 
Veloz at Madrid, and of the Travelers’, and, 
in a lesser degree, the Marlborough, in Lon- 
don. 

Yet so numerous and unsavory have been 
the scandals of which the Hunt club has 
been the scene during the last ten years or 
so that many of the leading members 6e“ 
the Roman patriciate were led in disgust 
to withdraw therefrom, and to found an- 
other club, which at first was known as 
the Union, and now. bears the name of the 
Noble club. To it belong the Dorias, the 
Chigis, the Odescaichjs, the Colonnas, the 
Pallavicinis, etc. 


~~ 

Among the scandals which led to their seces- 
sion from the Hunt club and to its loss of 
prestige was the. discovery of the envoy of 
a South American republic: in the act of 
cheating there. Then there was Lamberte 
Colonna’s detection in the act of playing 
unfairly a game known as Dutch whist, the 
fellow member who was the first to lay his 
hand on the arm of the culprit and to charge 
him with the offense being Count Antonelli, 
nephew of the celebrated cardinal and for 
a time the Italian minister plenipotentiary at 
Buenos Aires. 

Don Lamberto was unmercifully thrashed 
and kicked by those who had lost to him 
before being finally thrown, hatless and with 
his clothes in rags, into the street. Then 
there was the arrest in the dining room of 
the club of one of its best known members, 
Ludovico Ingaml, on the charge of having 
forged the name of a fellow member, the 
Duke of Tamastra, to @ number of promis- 
sory notes, which he had discounted by 
Sarrachi, the usurer formerly most in vogue 
at Rome. The forger managed to secure 
his liberation on ball, which, of course, he 
immediately jumped and emigrated to the 
new world. 

Then there was also the scandal in con- 
nection with Count Visone, one time Italian 
chargé d'affalres at Berlin and son of the 
former cabinet minister of that name, Hav- 
ing lost 15,000 france at baccarat at the 
Hunt club, be nonchalantly drew a check on 
a Berlin bank for 25,000 francs, which he 
handed to the club steward, saying. Pay 
15,000 francs to these gentlemen, and give 
me the balance.“ This was done, and the 
count pocketed the $2,000, with which he 
vanished from Rome, the check returning 
a few days afterward from Berlin, where 
he had been chargé d' affaires up to that 
time, with a note to the effect that the 
amount to his credit at the bank did not ex- 
ceed $4. 

Threatened with arrest, he came to the 
United States and flourished for a while !n 
New York society, several American girls 
narrowly escaping marriage with him 
through being warned in time by means 
of these letters. Needless to add that his 
name, immediately on the return of the 
check and his hurried departure for he 
United States, was removed alike from the 
roster of the Italian diplomatic service and 
from that of the Hunt club. 

— 

These are only a few of the long succession 
of scandais which have served to tarnish 
the fair name of the Hunt club to such an 
extent that being blackballed thereby need 
not be regarded by Mr. Moore of New York 
in the light of anything whatavveve: to bis 
discredit; rather the reverse. 

Dona Bisie Torlonia, who is likely to feel 
more than the matter deserves the affront 
which the club has endeavored to place 
upon her father, may console herself with 
the thought that after all she is only one 
of a number of her countrywomen married 
to Italian nobles who have been made to 
suffer through the unpopularity of their 
country among the Roman aristocracy fol- 
lowing the Elkins-Abruzszi episode. 

Thus, Dona Eugenia Ruspoli, the American 
widow of the late Don Enrico Ruspoll, whom 
she married when he was attached to the 
Italian embassy at Washington in 1902, has 
been virtually driven out of Italy and led 
to return to live in her. native land by the 
persecution to which she was subjected after 
his death by the members of his family and 
by their relatives and friends, embracing a 
large and influential element of the Roman 
patriciate. 

They not only subjected her to the most 
cruel boycott, but published statements to 
the effect that she had no right to the title 
of Princess Ruspoli, which indeed she had 
never assumed, and ultimately ousted her 
from the possession of the Superbold castle.

restored, and furnished entirely with her 
money.

STAGG PREDICTS SAFER GAME 


Changes Sure to Result in Saner 
Football, Says Coach. 


‘DEFEAT ON FORWARD PASs. 


Mentor Believes Unlimited Use of Play 
Would Not Affect Sport, 


The safest if not the most spectacular game 
in the history of football was predicted for 
1910 by Director-A. A. Stagg on his return 
to the University of Chicago yesterday. 
Stagg raised a voice of dissension to the pro- 
vision prohibiting forward passes beyond the 
line of scrimmage, but declared the rules 
body deserved credit for giving the public 
what it wanted—a game as free from in- 
juries as possible. 

„No point ever was fought over more bit- 
terly than the question of the limitations to 
be placed on the forward pass, sald Stagg. We 
spent practically ou rentire time arguing on this. 
After it finally was disposed of it was an easy 
matter to adopt the eight yards in three downs 
rule. Naturally the team could not be expected 
to make as much ground with the restriction on 


the forward pass 
Return to Old Game. 

„ There is in the work of the rules committee 
practically a return to old style football, except 
that the dangerous features were eliminated; At 
the meetings last week we could not convince the 
majority that ruling’ out of hard body checking 
and the allowing of the fifteen yard penalty for 
incompleted forward passes ‘would protect the 

receiver of the pass thrown past the scrimmage 


line. 

% Personally I favor the unlimited forward pass, 
because I think it is fully as safe as the rule 
adopted, and it makes the game more spectacular. 
It is just a 1 of opinion. The present rules 
may surprise y. Such questions as abol- 
ishing the kickoft, prohibiting crawling and flying 
tackles, counting more pointe for the goal by 4 drop 
kick than from placement, and striking out the 
goal from touchdown were not reached.“
